Mayor calls 
special meeting

AGAWAM - The battle is not over 
with the concerns over the business 
practices of the Agawam Municipal 
Golf Course despite a very positive 
meeting called last Thursday by May- 
or Richard Cohen. 

Following a terse encounter with 
the attorney for Golf Course General 
Manager Tony Roberto and Course 
Superintendent Dan Shea at a work- 
shop scheduled by the city council on 
Sept. 29, Mayor Richard Cohen im- 
mediately called for a second meet- 
ing by exercising Section 3-5 of the 
Agawam Home Rule Charter. Cohen 
convened the city council, the Golf 
Commission, the city solicitor, trea- 
surer and auditor. 

Each councilor was given the indi- 
vidual opportunity to ask questions of 
the town employees. Several council- 
ors were encouraged by an opening 
statement made by Roberto discussing 
the many improvements that have tak- 
en place in the past year. Five of those 
councilors said they were pleased 
to see the golf course moving in the 
right direction. Two others still had 
questions about the previous financial 
woes of the golf course. Three other 
councilors, who did not attend the 
meeting, are still seeking an investiga- 
tion into the financial records of the 
golf course. 

Cohen addressed concerns by coun- 
cilors over the spending of $60,000 
in town funds to re-pave the parking 
lot. He said there are liability con- 
cerns with the condition of the lot. He 
also said all paving projects that were 
scheduled last year were completed, 
and the funds used were left over in 
the paving account. 

“No roads were left unpaved be- 
cause we used the money for the park- 
ing lot,” said Cohen. 

Council President Christopher 
Johnson said he still has many ques- 
tions about the financial practices 
of the golf course. He notes nearly 
$49,000 was budgeted for pro shop 
merchandise in fiscal year 2014, and 
about $32,000 came in as revenue. 

“Tt means he was selling a lot of that 
merchandise at a loss,” said Johnson.

AGAWAM — The Planning Board has 
unanimously approved site plan changes for 
the Dunkin Donuts under construction at 
389 Main Street, subject to Zoning Board of 
Appeals (ZBA) approval. 

Rob Levesque, of R. Levesque Associ- 
ates, Westfield, presented the proposed 
plan changes to the board on Oct. 2. They 
modified the plan approved a year ago for 
the plot of roughly 2,200 square feet, yet the 
basic features of the plan remain the same: A 
drive-through window, a drive-through lane, 
a pass-through lane, and a dumpster in the 
rear of the building. 

Traffic through the plot will be one way 
(two lanes) in a counter-clockwise motion. 
But Levesque told the board that there is a 
utility pole in the corner of the lot and this 
has presented problems, creating the need for 
some modification of the proposed lanes. 

“We thought we’d be able to move [the 
pole] a bit, but we can’t,” he said. 

So they’ve adjusted the lanes to go around 
it. Other changes involve asphalt at the 
southeast corner of the, and reworking of the 
drainage. 

Those changes required little discussion 
receiving tacit approval from the board, but 
there was some more spirited discussion 
about a proposed change involving a patio. 
The revised site plan calls for outdoor, sit- 
down eating. 

“We'd like to have three tables up front,” 
Levesque said.

This would have to be approved by the 
Zoning Board of Appeals. But at this Plan- 
ning Board meeting, it was Deb Dachos, 
Agawam’s director of Planning and Com- 
munity Development, who took the lead in 
pressing discussion of the patio. She asked 
whether there would be a curb between the 
patio and the street. 

Levesque said there was no curb along 
this stretch of Main Street. 

‘Are you concerned about cars jumping,” 
he asked. 

She said that she was, and she suggested 
that was also something about which the 
ZBA might also be concerned. 

“You may want to think about bollards,” 
she said. 

Levesque said that even if the developers 
don’t get approval of the patio part of the 
plan, they will proceed with the rest of it. 
Dachos and and Planning Board Vice Chair 
David Chase both indicated that they would 
like to see approval of the patio, but some 
barrier against traffic may be necessary. 
There was discussion of whether present 
plans allow for a fence, but Levesque said 
that the only fencing planned was decora- 
tive, and would be no real barrier to traffic. 
There was also some discussion of the use of 
real rocks as a barrier instead of bollards. 

But after a fair amount of discussion the 
board decided to leave the traffic-barrier is- 
sue to further work between the developer 
and the ZBA. The board approved of the site 
plans proposed subject to ZBA approval.

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Council rejects Rowley 
Street zone change

AGAWAM - Residents of Rowley St. and 
neighboring streets had their voices heard 
once again as the Agawam City Council 
voted down a zone change for the D’ Amato 
family at 105 Rowley Street. 

City councilors sympathized with the 
D’ Amato family’s situation, but believed the 
zone change was not justified; that it only ben- 
efited the D’Amato family versus the com- 
munity at large, and went against the town’s 
practice of not approving spot-zoning. 

Several residents spoke out during the 
Planning Board’s public hearing of the zone 
change two weeks ago. The Planning Board 
made a 4-0 vote not to recommend the zone 
change. In his letter to the city council, Plan- 
ning Board Chairman Mark Paleologopou- 
los said he believed a zone change should 
benefit the entire community. That was not 
the case in the D’ Amato’s application. 

Michael Parker, attorney for the D’ Amato 
family, said the Planning Board discounted 
the opinion of all city departments in evalu- 
ating their application for a zone change. 

“Not one town department had a problem 
with what we are proposing,” Parker told 
the council at the continuation of the public 
hearing Monday night. “We had about five 
neighbors who spoke out against.” 

Parker said the concerns raised about 
traffic are invalid because no studies were 
conducted by the opposing neighbors. He 
admitted there could be additional traffic in 
the neighborhood, but believed it would not 
pose a significant problem. 

Related to traffic, Parker noted the police 
and fire departments had no objection to the 
proposal. 

“T don’t think this zone change will bother 


anyone in the city,’ said Parker. 

Ed Shibley, of Rowley St., said he felt 
there were alternatives to the D’Amatos’ 
plans to subdivide the 105 Rowley Street 
property into eight or nine parcels and build 
duplex houses. 

“They have already utilized property they 
have in residential to build four duplexes 
they can build by right,” said Shibley. “I feel 
like they have other alternatives.” 

Dave Smith, another resident, said he felt 
building duplexes in the area would attract 
absentee landlords and transient, or non- 
permanent residents to Agawam. He would 
rather see single-family homes that draw 
permanent residents who will be paying 
taxes to the town. 

Councilor Robert Rossi said he gave a lot 
consideration to the application, but does not 
understand why duplexes would sell easier 
than single-family homes. Councilor George 
Bitzas said the negatives, especially the 
neighbors’ objections, outweigh the posi- 
tives. Councilor Joseph Mineo said he op- 
poses spot zoning. 

Councilor James Cichetti said the Legisla- 
tive Sub-committee met on the issue. They 
did not make a recommendation to the full 
council because they wanted to hear what the 
residents had to say at the public hearing. 

The council unanimously voted against 
the zone change, killing the D’ Amato’s pro- 
posal. 

The D’Amato family was seeking the 
zone change to aid James D’ Amato, who is 
63 and mentally challenged. Parker said the 
family was hoping to sell the building lots 
to make money for the care of James for the 
remainder of his life. 

The parcel of property was zoned agricul- 
tural, which does not allow for duplex hous- 
ing to be constructed.

Meeting productive, 


but compromise still 
needed 


It was a tale of “home field advantage” 
last week between the Agawam City Coun- 
cil and the management of the Agawam Mu- 
nicipal Golf Course. 

In the first meeting, called for and run by 
the city council, it was the council that found 
themselves doing most of the talking after 
golf course management left the meeting. 

Three days later, golf course management 
answered questions and had the opportunity 
to laud the improvements and accomplish- 
ments of the golf course in a meeting called 
by the town administration and held at the 
golf course. 

What is unfortunate about the two meet- 
ings 1s that the issue still does not seem to be 
resolved for the entire city council. 

Some councilors were very happy with 
how the meeting went last Thursday. Coun- 
cilor James Cichetti commented that the 
meeting is what should have happened the 
first time, but called the information ex- 
change good. A number of councilors shared 
Cichetti’s view. 

But Councilor Robert Rossi left the meet- 
ing feeling unsatisfied and still has questions 
about the financials of the golf course. He 
called the meeting a “pep rally” and wants 
an investigation to happen. His view is 
shared by at least three other councilors. 

Mayor Richard Cohen did a good thing by 
intervening after last Monday’s disaster of a 
meeting. He brought all the proper pieces to- 
gether, the council, the golf course manage- 
ment, the Golf Commission, the city solici- 
tor, the treasurer/collector, and the auditor. 

What will it take to satisfy the questions 
of the remaining city councilors? What is 
even more confusing about that question is 
that the councilors are questioning the finan- 
cial practices of the golf course, yet Cohen 
reports the golf course’s budget was certi- 
fied and approved by the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Revenue. If something is really 
wrong, where is the hole in this process that 
it got past state officials? 

But Rossi also asks an important ques- 
tion. He is projecting, based on the revenues 
of the course at the end of September that 
course revenues will still come in below the 
budgeted expenditures. If that is the case, 
how many more years can the golf course 
have their operating budget lowered? Just a 
few years ago, the golf course had an operat- 
ing budget of more than $800,000. 

So while some answers finally came last 
Thursday when the golf course management 
had the home advantage, it still appears there 
are many more questions to be answered. 

The investigation resolution remains on 
the city council table. So now the biggest 
question is whether or not the majority of the 
council will leave this alone and allow the 
management to continue trying to improve 
the course or call for the investigation.

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Some city councilors unhappy with golf course

“T do not understand how he can do that.” 

Councilor Gina Letellier, who did not at- 
tend the meeting, had also been asking ques- 
tions about an estimated $40,000 spent on 
pro shop merchandise that is unaccounted 
for as revenue. Roberto said some of the 
merchandise had to be liquidated, resulting 
in a loss and a failed investment. Councilor 
Paul Cavallo said he believed it was an hon- 
est attempt to make an improvement. 

On Monday night at the regular council 
meeting, Letellier and Council Vice Presi- 
dent Dennis Perry said they would still like 
to see an investigation. 

“Coming to the golf course does not an- 
swer my questions about missing paper- 
work,’ said Letellier. 

She also described the behavior the ad- 
ministrative union attorney at the council’s 
workshop as “atrocious.” 

Johnson also criticized course manage- 
ment for burning through $280,000 in re- 
tained earnings in the past four years and 
now having a $22,000 deficit that will have 
to go on the tax rolls in FY2015. 

Councilors James Cichetti and Joseph 
Mineo both suggested the course needs a 
point-of-sale (POS) system that can provide 
inventory control for the course. 

“Tf we want the course and Tony to be 
successful, we need to provide him with the 
tools to be able to succeed,” said Cichetti. 

Cichetti described the meeting with golf 
course management as very positive and 
what he had hoped would happen in their 
workshop meeting. 

“We had a great meeting with the golf 
course,’ said Cichetti. “Questions were 
asked, suggestions were made. I think we 


have had a lot of questions answered. I think 
we heed to put this to bed.” 

Councilor Robert Rossi, who reiterated 
Monday night he favors a formal investiga- 
tion, is very skeptical about the amount of 
money the golf course is taking in. 

He says while revenue is up compared to 
last year, he believes the course is still going 
to be at a deficit this year because the rise in 
revenues was not enough to meet the budget- 
ary needs for FY2015. 

“There are still a lot of questions that we 
need answers to,” said Rossi. “We deserve 
answers and the citizens deserve answers.” 

Rossi told his fellow councilors he dis- 
agreed with Cichetti and believed the meet- 
ing held by the mayor was a “pep rally” and 
yielded few answers for him. 

Little was discussed about the financials 
of the golf course, with Cavallo stating he 
believed councilors needed to focus on 
Roberto’s tenure for the past two years. The 
course has lost money in three of the past 
four years. Cavallo said he was encouraged 
by the improvements to the course, the park- 
ing lot, and the revenue that has been helped 
by the new and more reliable golf carts pur- 
chased this year. 

Shea thanked the councilors for support- 
ing the carts and said she believed they have 
directly contributed to the rise in revenue 
compared to last year. Roberto said at the 
meeting more improvements are planned 
and they are confident they can make the 
golf course profitable. They hope to continue 
the upward trend from this year. 

The decision to launch an investigation 
remains on the table following Monday’s 
council meeting. The subject will come up 
again at the Monday, Oct. 20 meeting.

Councilor Donald Rheault made a formal 
request for the council to send a letter to the 
ZBA asking that they seek a study on the 
site. The council reached a consensus with- 
out a formal vote to send that request. 

Councilor Gina Letellier reminded the 
council that unlike recent zone change re- 
quests that have been vehemently opposed 
by neighboring residents, there have been no 
complaints about Verizon Wireless’ applica- 
tion. No one got up to speak during the pub- 
lic hearings with the city council and Plan- 
ning Board against the application. 

“We have not received any complaints or 
a single phone call,’ said Letellier. “When 
people are against that stuff, they usually 
are not afraid to call us up and tell us. We 
have issues with frequency and reception in 
the center of Agawam. People have a lot of 


wireless issues. We should pass this.” 

Letellier also noted the wooded area where 
the tower will be located will prevent it from 
being an eyesore. 

Ellen Fryman, an attorney for Verizon 
Wireless who presented the zone change 
proposal, said with the passage of the zone 
change by the city council, she will be im- 
mediately filing an application with the Plan- 
ning Board and Zoning Board of Appeals. 

Both boards will hold public hearings for 
the site plan of the tower. Once those steps 
are completed, the tower can be constructed. 
Fryman said once construction begins, it will 
take 10 to 12 weeks for completion. Once 
completed, a map of current 4G LTE cov- 
erage will be significantly improved in the 
center of Agawam. 

There are five other wireless towers al- 
ready serving the needs of the town.
